Mr. J. F. Kean, S.M., accepted evidence at Wil- 
fiamstown Court last week of former assistant super- 
intendent of parks and gardens at, Williamstown, 
William Stubbs, now a nurseryman at Macedon, and 
his father, Arthur Stubbs, of Lenore Crescent, that 
they had been assaulted at the Williamstown Gar- 
dens on January 9 by a Greek migrant, Theoharis 
Sietanidis, of Mills Street, Altona North. 


Charges against William 
Stubbs and Arthur Stubbs that 
they had assaulted Sietanidis 
were both dismissed 


This was a civil case and 
three barristers appeared. Mr, 
Dove represented William 
Stubbs, Mr, Shannon for Ar- 
thur Stubbs, and Mr. Dunphy 
for Sietanidis, 


The magistrate said he pre- 
ferred the evidence given on 
behalf of the Stubbs to that 
given on behalf of Sietanidis, 
and was satisfied beyond reas- 
onable doubt that no assault 
had taken place on Sietanidis. 


Although both cases against 
Sietanidis have been adjourned 
for twelve months upon him 
entering into a good behaviour 
bond of $20, and no convic- 


tions have been recorded, the 


court hearing has been a cost- 
ly one for him,

Dr, Clark, who examined 
Sietanidis, said the latter had 
abrasions on the forehead, the 
left cheek, a large lump on the 
right side of the jaw, areas of 
tenderness over the left ribs 
and right shoulder blade and 
abrasions on the left Knee, 

The doctor issued a certifi- 
cate for four days off work, 

On William Stubbs the 
doctor found teeth marks 
above and to the left of the 
shoulder,

Sietanidis drove up near the 
entrance gates to the Williams- 
town Gardens in a taxi, and 
with his wife and two children 
alighted. 

Sietanidis entered the gard- 
ens wearing bathing togs. 
Witness spoke to him about 
this, as it contravened a by- 
law, and also about a young 
child urinating on the path 
outside. 

Sietanidis said, Ill kill 
you,’’ ang used an indecent 
expression twice, 

Witness left to ring the 
police but the office at the 
Council lodge was closed, 

On his way back he saw 
Sietanidis attack his father, 
and fall on top of him, 

They had broken away by 
the time witness ran back, 
His father was badly bruised 
about the face and was bleed- 
ing and seemed to be in a 
state of shock, His mother 
was upset, 

Witness went away again 
and returned and said, “‘I‘ll 
definitely have to get the 
police‘’, 

William Stubbs continued 
his evidence: 

"He rushed me and put his 
arms about me and pressed 
me against the rail fence. 

“He bit me on the chest 
and kneed me in the groin 
and kicked me about the up- 
per leg. 

“IT managed to get two 
punches into him. 

“My father came to my as- 
sistance, Sietanidis walked 
away, I had three sets of 
teeth marks on my body and 
was sore around the groin,” 

Arthur Stubbs testified 
that: the first time Arthur 
went away Sietanidis said, 
“Where did that man .go ?” 
Witness replied, “I think he’s 
gone to ring the police.” 

With that, Sietanidis said, 
“T kill you, I murder you, 
I tear you apart, me wrestler ,’’ 

“He tripped me up with his 
foot and I went to the ground,’ 
said witness. "I was on my 
back, He went down with me. 


| He butted me with his head.” 


“He had a ring on and was 
tearing my face with this ring. 
I was trying to push him off,’ 

Mrs, Gwen Stubbs gave
